HIS Gin can be made double. or single. “If

made double, they reduce labor, and gin just
double, the quantity of cotton overthe single cylin-
der Gin, no other knd having been in use prevons
to this patent; and whether single or dmtbrﬂ’, they
are found o inprove the quality of the cotlon, by
more perlectly eleaningit.
